Bur whar faultcan you finde with Theodoſiz (fayd Theo 
dro) or wherein isſhecto bee blamed, it happily ſhee were 
likewvife deccived by Marco Antonio, as well as you (Lady Leo 
cadia) have beene ? It may be lo (replytd Leecadia: ) Bur if he 
hath raken her along with him, and they who love each 
other ſo well, livingrogether, what deceitcan there bee in 
this 2? Certainely none ar all- they live contenred ſince 
they live rogether. But I could wiſh (as wee uſuillylay) 
that they were in the remore and {corching defarrs of Li 
bia, or the furthermolſt parr of frozen Scahia; the queſtion: 
Icfle injoycs him, beit where ever it be,and ſhe onely ſhall 
pay the coſt of my forrowes, if it bee my good happeto 
meete with her; it may bee (ſayd 1heodoro) that you are 
much miſtaken, and your jcaloufie hath miſguided you, 
and blinded the eyes of your underſtanding.

either ſcene or knowne. Forl well wor: that thoſe forces

Andlet 
thoſe {crve for witnelles, which you fo lately mentioned, 
the heavens,the Sca, the ſands,and chat ſtill ſilence,oncly in- 
terrupted by.,my ſighs and your 1ntreaties.Having fayd this 
ſheeluffered her ſelte ro.bee imbraced, and gave him her 
hand,and Don Rafael in exchange gave her his, celebrating 
that nocturnall and new. Nuprcialls wich onely che ſhed- 
ding of a fevv tearcs, which the joy and content thy tooke 
indeſpight of their forepalled ſorrow, had drawen from

This cetemeny ended, they preſently returned to the 
x" 7 4 houſe, who was very 1ory to [ce that they were 
nufling,and no leſſe were Marco Antonio, and Theodo/ia,vwho 
by the hand ofa Priclt were newly eſpoufed, for at the 
earnelt requeſt and perſwaſion of Theado/ia(to the end thar 
omecontrary accident-, might not trouble that good and 
appineſſe which ſhee bad found) the knight ſent forth- 
xxh for one. that ſhould marrie them. out of hand. 
Sf that when Dou Rafael and Leocadia came in together, and 
that Den Rafael had recqantcd unto them what had betided

and properto che inbred nobleneſle of the Catahonatts,to be- 
friend and favour ſuch ſtrangers as in their necefficics have 
occaſion ro uſe rhem.

And now was che da 
come of their deparrure,& having accomodated themile. ves 
wich their Knaplacks and all other necetJaries they rooke 
their leave of that libcrall Knight, who had done them to 
many favours, & had given them ſuch royallenterrainaar, 
wholename was Don Sanchode Lardons, moii nobiec mm tus 
blood,andas famous for his perſon;all of tl.cm otteredchur 
ſervice unto him, and promiſed not ovely tor rhcmiclves, 
bur their decendents, to whom they :voul+ leave rin 
Ccharge,perpetually ro keepein memory thole iuc' {ingu ar 
received favours, thatrhey might at lea{t mak- a ch wnktull 
acknowledgment, though they covid nor make hun a uths 
cicnt and recall requitail. Don Sancho inbraced all of ii; mione 
after anoth.cr, telling chem that ic grew trom tis /2- arall 
condittc n, and wasanimbred diſpolticion thar h-e 11a, ro 
doc thoſe or other the like good offices, tothoſcryhom toe 
knew, or iniagined to bee gentlemen of Caſte. They did 
ewilc reiterate their imbracings, & with joy,incermingled 
with ſome ſence of ſorrow,they tooke their tarevwveil- And 
wa. king on their way with ſuch commoditic and convenis 
encie, as the dclicacencile and tenderneſle ot thole rwo 
new Pilgrims would permit, in three dayes they came ro 


| Monſerrate, and ſtayed there ſo many more, wi.h thelike 


lcaſure they went onward on their way, and wichourha- 
ving any croflc accident,or any miſchance at all, they arrie 
vedar Saint Jaze. And after that rhey had performed thierr 
vow, they would notunfrock themſclves, nor lcave off 
their Pilgrims weedes, till they ſhould enter into their 
owne houſes. To which they came by liccle and liccle, 
and though weary, yet well contented. Bur before that 
they: came rhicher being in fight of Lexcadias dvvelling 
Which (as wee formerly told you) was a league eff from 
thar of Theode/ia, from the toppe ofa high hill chey might 
difcerne both their houſes. Bur as they difcovercd theſe, ſo 
eouldthey notcover thoſercares,v® che contentment they 
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cooke in ſeeing them, brought unto their cye$,ar lealt to rhe 
two new brides, who with their fight renewed the 
remembrance of thoſe ſundry ſucceſſes they had paſſed. 
They diſcovered likewile from char part of the hill where 
they ſtood,a large and {pacious valley, which devided the 
two Lordſhips. W hercin they might ſce underthe ſhade of 
an Olivetreea tall luſty gentleman,mounted upon a {quare

cach other very bravely and nimbly with their Launces; 
ſometimes avoyding the ſtroaks by the ſhifting of their bo» 
dies,and fornetimes by receiving them on their ſhields wich 
ſuch dexteritie that they gave good proofe that they were 
maſtersin thatexerciſc.The third man ſtood ſtill as a ſpeQas 
ror looking on them without moving from his place. But 
Den Rafael being impaticntof being ſo faroff from them,be- 
holding ſo RR maintained combate, running with all 
the ſpecde he could downe the hill, his ſiſter and his 
Spoule following him, in a very little while hee drew 
neare unto the two combatants, even jult chen when as 
the two Gentleclemen were both of them (though but 
ſhghdy ) wounded; 4nd one of their hats being fallen off, 
and together with ic a burganer of ſtecle that was under 
ie, 1n the turningaſide of his face Don Refae! knew that; is 
was his father, ; and Marco 4ntorw likewile knew the 
e;her io bee his-, Leacadis, who had carneſtly cycd him, 
— Mx who 
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Who did not fight, knew him to beethe farher that begar 
her, with which ſight all foure were much amazed and 
aſtoniſhed, and almoſt beſide themfelves. Bur rhis their 
ſudaine paſhon giving way to diſcourſe, and reaſon, the 
ewo brother in lawes without any more adoe, preſently 
* 3 Mike madein, andputting rhemſclves in the midſt berweene | 
2 thoſerhar fonghr, they crycd ouraloud unto them, ſaying, 
{18 No more(gentlemen)no more,it is enough ifnot coo much 
Mis already and thereforc hold your hands, for they who crave 
| and beg this of you, are your owne fonnes. My Lord,and 
15 my father (ſayd Marco Antonio) I am Marco Antani», Iam hee 
M7 for whom (by that which I imagine) theſe your venerable 
gray hayres are pur to this rigorous ſtreight. Bridle your 
fury,and chrovw away that Lance, or curne ir againſt ſome 
other enemy, for he whom you have before you from this 
day forward, is to bee your brother. To the like purpoſe ? 
ſpake i2on Rafael to his father, whereupon thele gentlemen 
forbore to offend cach otherany further. And they then 
began to looke more wiſlely on thoſe thar uttered. theſe 
ſpceches, and turning their heads aſide they perceived thar 
Don Henrique the father of Leocadia, was alighted from his 
horſc,and imbraced him, whom hee rooke ro bea pilgrim. 
Wi: For no ſooner had Lertadia come unto him, and made her- 
| Hh ſelfe knowne unto him, but ſhee beſought him thar hee 
| ol: would goe and make peace betweene rhoſe rwo that 
2 fought, recounting urito him in tevv words cthac Don Rafael 
Wil it was her husband, and that Marco Amtonioowwas wedded to 
TJ Theodoſia.

They didrtouch their bodies with their hands to try whes | 
ther they were fantaſtick bodies, and walking ſpirits. For YI 
their ſodaine and unexpeRed comming upon them bred 
this,and other the like ſuſpicions and jealouſies;But being 
 ſoonediſ-deceived, and quickly put our of his errour, they 
returned afreſh ro their teares and imbracements. And 
whileſt this was in doing, there appeared ro their view in } 
the fayd Valley agrear number ot armed men both on foot 
and horſeback, which came ro ſide with their feverall 
L ords, and to abet and maintaine theirquarrell- But when 
they came and ſaw them 1mbracing thoſe Pilgrims, and

reares [tanding in rheireyes, they allighted and wendring 

what this ſhould meane, they ſtood like men amazed, un» 

tilf{uchrime as Don Henrique brictely delivered unto them 

that, which his daughter Lercidia had recounted ro himlſelfe. 

Hereuponall ofthem went to imbrace cheſe Pilgrims with 

fuch ſhowes and rokens of content, as cannot bee enough CE] 

endeared. Don Rafaet hee likewiſe related unto them with 

E that brevitie as the timerequired, all the whole ſucceſle of 

 hislove, and how hecameto bee mirryed ro Leocadia, and 

= his ſiſter Theodofia ro Marco Antonio, his farher there offering 
to celebrate theſe their Nuprialls at his houſe. And this be- 
ing agreed upon they brake up and deparred. And ſome 
of them that were there preſent, haſted away before to 
asxe Albrictas of the kinsfolke and friends of thoſe married 
couples. Don Rafael and Marco Antonio in their way home- 
wards,as they went talking along,came to know the cauſe 
of this their ſtrife and difference ; which was as you ſhall 
heare. The farhers of Theodoſia and Leocadia had chalenged 
Marco Antonu's father, charging him that he was conſenting 
and privy to theſe deceits of his {onne- Andboth of them 
being come into the field, and finding him all alone, with- 

 ourany ſecond, they would not fight with him upon that 
oddesand advantage bur fingly one to one, as became 
gentlemen to doe; which quarrell muſt have cnded inthe 
death of one or both, ifthey had nor comein ſo luckily as 


they 
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chey did. The foure Pilgrims rendred thankes unto God 


for this happy ſucceſſe. Ando the next day after their ar- 
rivall, with royall and ſplendide magnificence, and ſumpumu- 
ous expence, the father of Marco Antomo folemnized the 

uptialls of his ſonne and 1beodofta, and thoſe of Don; Rafael 
and Leocadia, who lived many and happy yeares in the 
company of their dearely beloved wives, lcaving bchinde 
chem a noble ſtocke and deſcent from father to ſonne, 
which continuerh cven to this day in thoſe two places 
which are nnmbred amongſt the beſt of Andaiuzia- Andif 
I doc not name them here unto you, it is for that I deſire 
ro keepe gocd arcormm with thoſe two Danyels, whom per- 
adventure rongues cyther wickedly malicious, or foolifhly 
ſcrupulous might raxe of lighrnefle in their deſires, and 
that ſodune changing of cheir habits. Whom I ſhall in- 
rreate that they will not goc about ro blame ſuch the like 
liberrics and excrcilcs, till they looke back into themſclyes 
and cx1mine their ovwne hearts, whether they have not ac 
onetime orother beenc touched with ( apids arrowes; for 
Loves in effe@ a force, (pardon the exorbitancy of the 
word) that is unreſiſtable, ſo ſtrong a warre 1s that, which 
theappetite wageth againſt reaſon. (alvete the Muletere re- 
ſted well contented with che reward Don Rafael ſent him 
home to Salararca,and many othergifts beſtowed on him 
by chereſt ofchoſe thar were newly marrycd, And the 
' Poers of thoſe times rooke occaſion for the 1mploying 
of their pens,in extollingthe beauty and cxaggera- 

ting the ſucceſle of thoſe rwo adventurous, 
| butmoit honeſt Damlſells, beingche 
principall ſubject of this 
ſtrange lkory. 


 Theendof the firſt Booke, 
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On Antonio de Tfunca, and Don Than de Gam- 
boa, principall Gentlemen, both of ons 
I|' age, very diſcreere and great friends, 
jj being ſtudents in Salamanca, reſolved to 
| leave their ſtudies and to goe for Flar- 
Mi <2)! gers, carryed thither by the heate of 
| —== their youth: full blood, and by the de- 
i fire, which they had (as we uſually ſay) to fee the world. 
Z Andbccaulcirfeemedunto them,that theexerciſe of Armes 
= though irlutcth well withall, yer it hath its principall ſeare 
andreſidence, and in much betrer ſorterh with choſe that 
arc well oorne,and of noble blood. 

They camethen to Flawers, bur ar ſucha time,that things 
vere in peaceand quierneſle, or upon trearie and agrec- 
ment of being quickly ſo fetied. They received in Antwerre 
Lercers trom their fachers, whercin they writ, and ſignified 
unto them the great diſpleaſure anddifcontencment which 
7 theyhadreceived, forthatthey hadlefrcheir ſtudies with- 
= ouradviling chem thereof, co the cnd' that they might 
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have come ſo firted and accommodated for Flanders, as 
their birth and gualicie required. 
 TInconclofionthey knowing how this courſe of theirs 
grieved their parents, determined to returne back againe 
to Sparr,ſince that they faw there was nothing for them to 
doe in Flanders. Yer before they would returne, the' 
were very deſirous to ſee all the famouſcſt Cities of tay, 
end having ſecne all of theta, they Tetled thetnſelves in 
Bolonia,and admiring the ſtudies of that famous Vniverſitie, 
they were willing chercin to proſecute theirs. They gave 
notice of their intention to their fathers, who were wons« 
derfully glad of 1t, and they = 590M hov wellthey were 
pleaſcd therewith by magnificently providing for them, 
and in ſuch a noble manner that they might ſhow in their 
faſhion and carriage, who they were, and of whar houſe 
they came. Andfrom the very firſt day that they viſited 
the {chooles, all rooke notice of them, and acknowleds 
ged them to bee gallant, diſcreete, and well bred gentle» 
Don Antomo might be about ſome ewenty foure yearcs 
of age, and Don Juan not above ewenty fix, and they did 
adrone this good age of theirs, by being very brave Gen- 
tlemen, good Mulitians, better Poers, and very active, and 
valiant parrs that procured them much love, and made 
_ the beſt wiſhes of all choſe that converſed with them to 
waireuponthem.. | 
' They had ina very ſhort time worine unto them many 
friends, as well Spawſh ſtudents ( there being very many 
ofthem commonly in that Vniverſitic)as alſo of choſe of 
that Citic, and of ſtrangers. They ſhewed themſelves to- 
watds all liberall and bouncifull, kinde, 2nd ws and 
farre from that pride and arrogancy (an ordinary faulte) 
whercof the Spaniards generally uſe to bee raxed. And for 
rhat they were young men and full of jollitie and jocunda- 
fineſſe, '- 735 notunpleaſing unto them to take nocice of 
the belt Leuries of that Citie ; andalbeis there were ma- 
ay 
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ny Gentlewomen both maidens and married wives, that 


had 2 good report of being both f aire and honeſt, yet aboye 
all,the Lady Cornelia Bentivoy(s bore the bel], being otthe anci- 
ent and noble family of the Bentivogh's, who were ſome- 


names Lords of Bolonza. 
Cornelia wwas extremely fayre and beaurifull, and was un- 


fatherleile and motheriefſe. And alchough they leftchem 
thus all alone, yet did they leave them exceeding rich, 
And rickes to Orphaneſhip, is a great eaſe and comfort, {o great was 
Cernelia's reticednefic,and fo great her brothers care and fo- 
{icitude in guarding her, thar ſhee neither ſuffered herſelfe 


to be ſcene, nor would her brother permit that any ſhould 


fee her. 

This fame and report of her rare beauty made Don Juan, 
and Don Artonio very deſirous to have a fight of her. Butthe 
!2bourtrhey rooke therein was loſt andall in vaine, and 
their deſire by reaſon of the impoſlibilitie of obtaining,had 
in ſuch ſort cur off all hope thereof, that it went by degrees 
decreaſing and diminiſhing. And therefore being now 
wholly taken up with the love of their ſtudies, and wich 
the entertainmeut of ſome honeſt recreations of yourh,

Swpicizwas married 
ro Fabio, Don Antonio, and Don Tuan were wonderfull well 
contented, that it was there good fortune, that they had 
beene ſome way {cruiceable to the Duke ; who offered 
them two of his neare kinſwomen to bee their Wives, 
with exceeding rich Downes.

In concluſion, I woundedfeven orcight , 
of them which came next co my hand; ( ornelio betooke 
himſelfe co his heeles, and by his (witt flighteſcaped my 
hands. On. 
Beingin this ſo manifeſt a danger hemmed in by my c- 
nemies, whonow ( ſceingtheirbloud runne from them, 
and inraged with the wrong which they had reccived } 
ſoughr ro revenge themiclves upon mee: Loc Fortune pro- 
vided aremcdie for this miſchicte, bur ſuch a one as was 
worſe than the diſcaſc; for better had it becne for mee 
there to have left my life, then in reſtoring ut mee by ſo 
ſtrange and unexpected a meanes, to come to loſe it every 
hourea thouſand and a thouſand times over and over. And | 


ſextharall was clears, When my adyerſaries had eſpicd 
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chem, leaving mealone; they, wirh the reſt in the garden; 
rannertheir way-as faſt as their legs would carrythem,and 
thitred ſo: well for themfelves, : chat-chey' had' got themi- 
ſelves our of their danger, and/putthemſelves in ſafetie. So

This-aflaulr ended,the Turks witch their accuſtomed'dili- 
gence, and nor being very vvell pleaſed with thefucceile; 
made haſte ro embarkethemſelves, and preſently put far- 
ther to fea, ſo that what with their failes; and help of their 
Qures, ina ſhortfſpace they recovered Fabiana; hers they 
muſteredrheir men, and finding tharthe (laine were foure 
{ouldiers,Levant:men(as they call chem,)being of the beſt and 
choifeſt, and of moſt ci{teem amongſtrhem, they werethe 
morewilling and deſirous rotake theit revenge ofme. And 
chercfore the Aamiralltof the Captaine-galley commanded 
chem to hang meup on the mayn'yard. + All this while Leo- 
n/a (tood looking on this ſpeedy preparati6 for my death, 
(who was now come again to her ſelfe) andſceing mein. 
che power of theſe Pirats, the teares trickled down in great 
abundance from her beautcous eyes, and wringing her ſoft 
and delicate hands,not ſpeaking ſo much as onew ord; gave 
diligent care, and-was veryattentive to hearif ſheecould un- 
der{tand whatrhe-Tarkes faid. Bur oneof the (hriflian-ſlaves 
thar was chained tothe Oare, ſpaketo her in Nakan, giving 
hereo underſtand how thatthe Capraine had given order 
ro havethat Chriftian hanged up (pointing unto me)becauſe 
[ had ſlainc in her detence;+foure' of the beſt ſouldiers be- 
longing to his Galleys.Which'being heard and underſtood 
by Leonya; (bcing the firſt time thar ever ſhee ſhew'd her 
{elfe pittifullrowards me ) ſhe will'd the ſayd flave thac 
he ſheuld ſpeake unto the Twkes to ſpare his life, and-not ro 
hang Vn a in ſo doing they would loſe a great — 
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and that he ſhould adviſe them to tack abour, and make a- 
gainc for Treo, where hisranſome would preſently be 
br taboorduntothem. This Lfay: was thefrſt, and the 
laſt kindnefle which Leawa uſed towardsmee, andallchis 
for my greater ill. The Turks: hearing what theirCaprive 
cold chem, did eaſily. betceve him; andehistheirhope of 
profic, turned che courſe of their choller, The very next 
morning hanging out a flag of peacc,they anchored before 
Trapana. That nightthou maiſt better conceive then1utrer, 
with what a deale ofgricte | palt it over; not ſo much for 


my wounds fake,though they werevery tore and paintull, 


ascothinke on the perill wherein my crucll enemic was 


amonglt theſe Barbarons people. Being come now as I told 


theetotheCitic, one of the Galleys cntred the Haven, the 


other ſtoed off. Allthe Citizensflocked to the fea-fide,the 
(hriſtas ftanding as thicke one by another, as the ſhoarc 
would give them leave. And that Carper-knight Comebo 
ſtoodafar off obſerviag what paſlcd in the Galley, whil'(t 

y Steward was treating of my ranſome; ro whemlT had 


given order thar he ſhould in no wile treate of my liberty, 


bur of that of Leowſas and that he ſhould givetor the'tree- 
ing of her,all whatſocyer I was worth, eithcr inlands, or 
goods. And1 willed hin morcover, thathee ſhould goc a 
{hoarcand teli Leow/a's Parents, 'thar'they ſhould lcave itto 
him to treate of their Daughters liberty. | 
This being done, the chiete Caprain who was a Grecian, 
but a Renegado, his name Yuph, demanded for Leonifa, 6000 
Crownes, and for my {clfe fourc;thouſand, andrthar hee 
would not fcl|the onc withour the other; ſetting this ſo 
.greata priſe (as | was givenafterwards counderſtand) be- 


cauſe he was 'cnamoured of Leeam/a, and: was therefore un- 
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And this was the reaſon why he tated us rwo in ten thous. 
{and Crownes. Leoni/as Parcnrs offered hita nothing on 
cheir part, relying on the promiſe which on my part my 
Steward had madethem, neirher did Cornelis ſo much as 
once open hislips to offer any thing cowards her ranſome. 
Ando after many demaunds arid anfovers , tmy Steward 
concluded the buſinefle, with giving for Lena 5900, 
and for mee 3000 Crownes.. T/uph accepred this offci, 
forced thereunto by the perſwaſions of his companiori, 
andall thereft of their Souldiers. Bur becauſe my Steward 
had not ſo much money1n Caſh, hee cntreated onely three 
dates time to make upthe full ſumme, with intencion ro 
{ell my goods under hand, and at acheape rare , till he had 
got ſo much together as would pay the ranſome. Yarh 
wasglad ofthis, thinking with himſelfe in the mein while 
co finde ſome occaſion that the bargaine might nor g6e 
forward; and fo returning backe againe tothe Iſland of 
Fabiana, he fayd, that by that time the three dayes were ex- 
pircd, he would nor faile to be there with them, to receive 
the money according to the 4 oma 

But ſpicefull and ungrarefull Fortune, not yer wearied out 
with ill encreating mee; hadſo ordained it, chat a Gallies 
boy who ſate on tlie top of the maſt, as the Turkes ( entinell 
diſcovercd afarre off ar Sea, ſixe HatianGallies, and did gueſle 
(which was true) thatthey were either of Malta, or Sicily. 
Heecame running dovne with all the haſte hee could to 
give them newes thereof; and inatricethe 7whes cinbat- 
ked themſelves , who were 2 ſhoare, ſome dreſlingtheir 
dinner, fome waſhing their linnen, and weighing anchor. 
inaninftant, hoyſing faile, and working hard with their 
Oarcs, turning their Prows towards - in leſſethets 
rwo houres, they loſt the fighr of thoſe Gallies, and ſo be- 
ing ſhadowed: wich the Iſland, and covered from kenne 
by the ap oaching night, they were ſecured from that 
feare wh ighred . 5 
NowT lcave it to'thy good conſidermtion ( oy friend 
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Mahamut) how much my minde wastroubled in chis-voy- 
age, finding it to fallout ſo croſſe and commary co that 
which I cxpeted: and much more, when the nexr day 


_ the two Gallies reaching the Ifland of Paxtanalea on the 


South part, the Tarks wear a ſhoare to ger them wood, ant 
freſh viftuals; but moſt of all, when I ſaw both the Caps 
caines land, and fell coſharing between them in equall pro- 
portion all thoſe prizes they had taken, cach action of 
theſe, was to meea delayed death. Comming then ar laſt 
tothe dividing of my lelfe, and Leom/a; Yuph gave to Fetala, 
(for ſo was that Capraine of the ocher Galley called) fixe 


| Chriſtians, foure for the Oare, and rwo very beaurifull 


boyes, both naturalls of {'&/o,, and my ſclte likewiſe with 
chem, that hee might have Leouſ/a for bimlelfe. Wherewnh 
Fetala reſted very well contented. And albcicT were pre- 
ſent ar all this, I could not underſtand what they ſayd, 
though I knew what they did; neither had [ known then 


the manner ofchcir ſharings, -if Fetalahad not come unto 


mee and told mecin [talar; Chriflianthou art now mine, 
and putinto my hands ( as my Capuve) thou being rated 
attwo thouſand Crownes; if thou wilt have thy hbertie, 
thou muſtgive mce 4000, or reſolve here to end thy daics: 
I then demanded of him, whether che Chrytian' Damotell 
were his too, hc told mec no, but that, Japh:keprher tor 
bimſelfe, wich incention to make her cturneAfoore, and then. 
marric her. Andtherein heſayd true; for onc'of theGal4 
ley-ſlaves told mee, that fate chained-onhis bancke arhis 
Oare, and undcrſtood verywell the Twhiſb language, that 
hee over-heard Yuph and Fetalstreating therof. Whereupon 
Tcame ro my maſterand rold him, Sir; if youwilt being:

But when came againeto tmyſelfe; and av mylelfo 
alone in that Galley, and the other Recrifig + 
courle, and'gonccleane our of fight from us, carrying*a/ 
way with chemrhe onehalfe ofmy y ſauſe, ov (to fay borer) 
all of i It; my heart Wa, and tbecar ance 
ro cute my misfortune, and called our theud r _— 
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violenc reſtraining of them, would breake out the more 
forccably in ſome one part or other, and _ a dooreto 
ler my ſoule out, which I ſo carneſtly deſired, might re- 
linquiſhthis my miſerable body. Bur troward Fortunc 
not contenting herſcife co have put mee 1nto this ſo nar- 
row aſtreight, cooke a courſcro overthrow all, by taking 
fom meall hope of remedie; for in an inſtant, che ſtorme 
vyce ſo much fearcd overtooke us, and the Wind which 
blew ſtrongly from the Saub , blew full in the ceeth of us 
and began-with ſuch furic to re-inforce it ſelfe, that wee 
were- forted to tacke about, putting the Prow ia the 
Poopes 5.<ce, ſuffering our Galley to goe whichway the 
winde + ould-carry her. 

Our apraines defigne was, by ferching of boords, to 
have pu; into ſomeparr of the Iſland for ſhelter; and more 
parricularly, on the Northpart thereof : bur it tell not our 
anſwerably co his expectation, bur rather quite contrary 
to what hee had deſigned; for the winde charged us with 
ſuch impcruouſaneſlc, char all that which we had faylcd in 
ewo dayes, within little more then foureteenc houres, we 
faw our fclves within two Leagues or thercabour of the 
fame Iſland from whence. hee had pur forth ; And now 
there was no remedy for hindring our being driven upon 
it, and .not to runne our lelves upon ſome ſandy-ſhoare, 
buc amongſt very high Rocks, which preſented them(dlves 
co Our view, threatning incvitablc death to our lives. 
 Weeſaw onthetonelide of us, that other our fellow 


Galley whercin was Leama, andall their Turkes, and Cap- 


averowers labouring hard with thcir oares,to keep them- 
ſelves off as well as they could from running upon the 
Rockes. The like did: wee in ours, but with better ſuc- 
cefle (it ſhould ſceme) and greater force and ſtrength then 
theother; whobeingtyred our with their travaile,, and 
ovarcome by the Ad. of the winde, and bluſtering 


ſtorme; forlaking their Oares, and with them abando- 
ning themſelves, they luffered theralelves (wee looking 


| upon 


hack why corn feared to has loft, that notany 
oneef thoſe many things which our Captaine comman- 
ded, was eithex underſtood; or done by them; onely they 
did attend rk&: not forgoing cf their Oares, plying thera 
ſtill, holding icforcheir beſt remcdie to turne: the Prowy 
roche Winde, and to caltrwo Anchors into the Sea to keep 
off dearth fora while, which they held co bee certaine. And 
although the tcare of dying was encealli in allof them, yer 
in mee was it quire contrary; forfcd with the deceittull 
hope of feeingherin that other World, who was ſo larly 
deparred out of this; every minute char the Galley deferred 
ics drowning, or ſplicting againſt the Rockes, wastomee 
an age of a more painefull death, The high ſwollen waves 
which paſt over the toppe of our weather beaten Veſſell, 
andmyhhead; made m& very watchfull to ſee whether 
orno, 1 could clpic floating upon thoſe crump ſhouldered 
billowes, the bodie of unfortunate Leow/a, _ 
Bur I will noc detaine my {cite now ( OMabamnt) i in 
xecounting unto: thee-peece by peece, the paſlions, tlic 
feares, the anguiſhes, thethoughts, which in thar tedious 
andeerrible nightI had, and paſſed; that I may norgoe a- 
gainſtrhac whach before 1 propounded, and promiled, in 
briefly untochee my misfortune. Suffice It, that 
they! were ſuch and fo great, 7 death had come tome 
atthareime, hee ramen not:to have Baken any grear pegs 
in taking away my life.. - - 
Dayappeared, bur with appearance of 2: farre-greater 
ſtorme-thers the; former; and wee foundthart our Veſlchl 
tay riding ourat Sea, and agood d waics off from tha Rocks.

And having defcried apoincof cry ifland , and (perceiving 
thatwee mh eafily double i ir, 'borh Tuke, and(briſlies 


'began tobec of good cheare,-ta cs, andneiv 
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| hearrs uritothem, fell anevy torheir worke, in fixe hourcs 
wedoubledthe poince, and found the Sea more calme and | 
quier; infomuch, that with a great dcale marceaſc, they 
could handle and uſe their Oarcs; and-comming under 
Lee of the Iſland, the Twrkes leapt our roland, and went te 
ſee if there were any reliques remaining of the Gallcy 
which the night before fell on che Rockes. Bur even then 
roo would not Fortune bee fo favourable unto mee, as to 
give methar poore comfort which I hopedto have had of 
ſccing Leonija's bodic in theſe my armes; which though 
dead and broken, I would have beene gladto: have leene 
it, for co breake that impoſlibilitic which my ſtarre had 

ut upon mee, of linking my felfe therewith, as my delires 

well deſerved. And thereforc cntreated one of the Renega- 
dees to diſ-embarke himſclfe to goc 1n ſcarch thereof, and 
to {ee if the rolling of the Sea had caſt her on the ſhoare. 
But(asIrold thee) all this did Heaven deny me; and juſt 
in that very inſtant the Winde began to riſe, and the Sea 
grow rough, ſo thar the ſhelter of that Iſland was not of 
any benefit atall unto us. 

Fetala ſeeing this, would not ſtrive againſt Fortune , who 
had fo violently perfecured him ; and therefore comman- 
ded them to right and fit the Galley to bearc alictle {ayle, 
& ro turn the Prov to the Sca-ward, and the Poope to the 

 Wind-ward; andhe himſclferaking charge of the Rudder, 
ſaceatthehelme, ſuffering her to runne through.the wide 

| Sea; being wellaſſurcd that no impediment would croſle 
_ iescourſe: The Oares bare themſelves very ecven, being 
ſeated very orderly on their bankes, andallthe reft of the 
company gotthem into the Hold underneath the Hatches, 
ſothatthere was not a man to bee ſcene on the Deck,fave 
the Maſter, who for his more ſafety, cauſed himſelfc to 
be bound faſtro his ſcare, giving thence direRion to the 
Rowers, for the better governing and guiding of the Vel- 
fell; which made its way with thac fwiftneſſe, that in 
three dayes, and chree nights , pailing in fight of Trapane, 
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of Melane, and Palermo, ſheimboked by the Phacs of Mer. 


cina, to the wonderfull feare of thoſe that werein her, and 
of thole likewiſe which behold chem on theland. 


In fine, norro bee redious in recounting unto theethe 


rerribleneſſe of this rempeſt, which is beyond all expreſſion, 


[ {ay ; that being weary, hungry, and tyred our with ſuch 
a large compaſle about, as was the rounding of altnoſt all 
the whole Iſland of Sixty, wee arrived at Tripotiin Barbarie 
wheremy maſtcr(beforc thathe had reckoned with his Le- 
vant-men, {hared our the ſpoiles, and given that unto them 
which was their due;and a fifth to the King,as the cuſtome 
is, ) tell ficke of a Plureſie,accompanied wk a burning Fe- 
ver in that violent manner, that within three dayes it ſent 
_ himpackſogro hell. 
The King of Tripoli ſeazed preſently upon all his goods ; 
and the Alarade de los mmertos, which is an Office of Inquirie 


concerning the dead, ſubſtiruted by the great Twke; who 


as you know, is heire ro thoſe thar are his naturall Sub- 
jects after their deachs. Theſe two poſſeſſed themſelves of 
all my Maſter Fetala's wealth, and I fell into the hands of 
hin! who was the Yiceroy of Tripoli, and within fifteen daies 
after he received his Patent for Gprus, with whom(you ſee) 
I am-comehicher, bur withour any intention ar all to ran- 
ſomemy ſclfc, though he hath ofren told methaceTſhould 
if I would, and wondred why | did nor do it allthis while, 
being (as Fetala's Souldiers told him ) a principallperſon, 
and aman of good meanes in his owne Countrey. But I 
was ſofar fromentertaining that motion, that Trold him, 
that they had miſ-informed-him of my fornines. Andif 
thou wilt ( Mabeamur) that L acquaint thee truely with what 
I thinke; Know thou than;thatT will-never returnc backs 
againe:t0 that place, where I can no-waiesreceiveany 
comfort; and where: Leanife's dearth wilt in part, if noc who» 
ly bee imputed unts mee. What pleaſure then can Itake, 
citheaithere, orherc; incthis my thraldome, though Imuſt 
confeile, that the remembrance of her lofle igmoregrie. 

Andifir bee 
trac, thar Gontinuall ſorrovwes, mult of force havean end, 
orcnd him. who ſuffers them; mine cannotchoofe bur 
dae it, far I am reſolved io give chem fuch a looſereine, 
that. Withia | a few daycs, they'ſhall give an cnd to chis 
my miſerable life, which I hold ſo-much againſt my will.

Bur let.us now give over this diſcourſe, and make to- 
wards the Tents; forif my cye-{ighr deceive me nor, Ifee

field for ro give place unto my Maſter, that hee may cnter 
the Ciric, to make his Re/idence. It is cyen fo, ſayd Mabanat, 
come along with mce Ricardo, and thou ſhaltfee the Ce- 
remonies wherewith they receive him, for I know thou 
wilc take pleaſure in ſeing chem.

{overcd Reards; for peradventurel ſhall havenccd of thee; if 
happily the Guardian of my Maſters Captives ſhould hap- 
pento meet with mee, who is a Renegawo, and by birth of 
Corſo, bur of no very pitritull and tender bowels. 

Here they left oft any farther communicacion,and came 
co the Tents jult ac char very 1nitant as the old Baſhawe 
camethither; and the new onecareforchto receive him 
atthe doorc of the Tent. 4b Baſhaw, ( for ſo was he called 
 wholeftthegovernnicat ) came accompaied with all the 
lanizaries, being the ordinary garriſon Soulgiers in Nuoſtt, 
ever {incethe Twrkes were maſters of it, being to the num- 
ber of five hundered. They came in rtywo Wings or Files; 
the one with their Muskets, and the other with naked 
_ Simyters, They cametothe Tent ofthe new Baſhaw Hazan, 
rounding it from one ſide at the doore thereof, till they 
metat the ocher ; where 46 Baſhaw bowing his body,made 
a lowly reverence ro Hazm; and he with alefle enclining 
himſclfc, rc-ſaluced him.

that he told me, that when the Empcrour was at the Stege 


_ of Tana and rooke it, rogether with the Fort Goleta, be- 


ing one day in the field in his Tent, they preſented unto 
him a Moere, as a ſingular rarity for her beauty ; and thar 
at that very time whercin they preſented her unto him, 
cntred in ceriatne beames of the Sunneat the one ſide of 
the Tenr, and reſted on the haires of the Moore, which ſee- 
med to ſtand in competion with thoſe of che Sunae, bein 
berweene rcd, and yellow, reſembling the collour of 
golden Wyars; Arareand ſtrange thing amongſt the Moores, 
with whom your blacke haires arc in greateſt eſteeme and 
requeſt. Hetold meclikewiſe, that on thar occalion, there 
were in the Tent, among(t many other,cwo Spanyſhgentle- 
men, both very diſcreet, and both Pocts; the one of Anda- 
luzza, the other of (ataimia. The former having taken a 
view ofher, vented certaine verſes, which they call (oplas, 
ending in rhime; bur being at a ſtand when hee had ur- 
tered fiveaf his verſes; the other gentleman (ſeeing him 
(ticke, 


icke, andchar heecould goeno Garbo ako anend 
df whathce had e,' for-want of words which on 
the ſuddaine did not offer themtelves'to his liking, ) who 
ſtood cloſe by him, and had heard theſe his Verſes , went 
preſently on where heeleft, adding inſtantly five other to 
the former.

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The ſtoric of my misforrunes (an{wered Leonya) require 
more leiſure then. time will now permit to relate, yer 
notwithſtanding I will nor leave you wholy unſatisfied, 

wthen, thatthe ſame very evening we parted, Tuph's 
Galley was with 2 ſtiffe and {trong winde driven cothe 
fame Ifles of Pawtanaiea, where wee likewiſe faw-. your 
Veſſel}; bur ours, wee being not able to hinder it, 
rannc remedileſly upon the Rockess My Maſter then 
having his deſtruction before his eyes, and thar there 
was little or ao hope of ſafety left; with all poſſible

Wee kept our ſelvcs cloſe ih. a Cave, the Turkes fearing 
thatif they ſhould beceſpicd, the Chriſtians which had 
the command. of the Fort which is inthe Iſland, would 
falley forth upon chem and rake them Captive. They 
ſuſtained chemſelves with. wet bisket which the Sea had 
caſt upon the ſhoare from. out the broken bins of the Gal- 
ley, which chey wen: forth to gather up by nighe that they 
might nor be diſcovered. EO» 
Fortune had ſo ordered it for my greatill, that the Fore 
was without a Capraine, who dicd bur a few daies before, 
and in all the Fort there were notabove twenty ſouldiers. 
This we came to know by a youth which was captivated 
by the Turkes , who came-downe from thenceto gather 
Cockles by the Scae{ide. At the cighe daies end, there arri- 
ved on that Coaſt a Veſlell of the Moores, which they call 
(aamucales, the Turkes ſaw 1's comming in, and that they 
lay at Anchor 3 lictle off cheLand and {o made towards 
them, making ſuch ſignesto the Veſſell which was nocfar 
off, that they who were in her knew they were Turkes

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Eno bog Halans —_— ſhe-had wronghitto em. 
emlclves with her, tharthey might aſſiſt ingoi 
—_— the Veſlell, and weary a E, wer dp 
thers,taking up the Cantters of the ſlaing, they thawed chem- 
ſelves upon che Decke, crying out, Liberty, Liberry ; and 
being aided by the Voluntartes who were Greek Chriftians, 
with a great dealeof eaſe, and without receiving any one 
wound, they cut the throars of them all; and boording 
AlrsGalley, which they found withour defence, they took 
it, wrh all that was therein. Of thoſethardycd in the fe- 
cqnd encounter, one ofthe firit was 46 Baſhaw, whom 2 
Tarke in revenge of the ( adiran through the bedy. 

Being now Maſtcrs of all the three Veſlells,they conſul- 
ted what vwvas now beſt ro be done; the end they yeelded 
ro Riards's advice, which was, that they ſhould rake out 
ail things thar were of any price or valew, both in their 
owne, and Hizaw veffell, and ſtow them in 4b s Galley, 
which was a veſſell of farre greater burthen, and fitterro 
take inthelading, and make good their voyage; andthe 
rather, for chat the Rowers were Chriftians , who reſting 
wel contentedwith their recovered liberry,and with 
other good things which Ricardo liberally ſhared amongſt 
chem, offercd to carry him to Trapena, and if necd were, 
cvento the end of the World. 1, 

1 his being thus ordered, Mabamut and Ricardo full of joy 


for this their goad ſucceſle;; went tothe Mowe Halma, and 


rold her, that if ſhe wouldreturne to {pres , they would 


 manher owne veflc|l with good valiant Voluntaries,and 


ive her the one halfc of che goods which ſhe hadem- 
#dilagt Bur ſhe, who notwithſtanding this ſo great a 
calamige, had not ycrloſttharirching love, andamourous | 
affection which ſhec bareto Ricardo, rold him; thar fhee 
would goc with himrtorhe.Land of Chriſtians, whereof 
herParcnts were wondrous glad. 11 £99] 
The {adi wasby thistime come to himlſelfc, and having 


' dreſt and bound up his wound; as their haſtcand theplaes/ 


would 
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would: permit; they likewiſe told him that hee ſhonld 
make choice of one of theſe rwo, either to go with them 
co the Land of Chriſtians, or torcturne in the ſame Vellcll 
he ſer forth to Nicoſia. Whereunto he an{wered, that ſince 
his ill fortunc had brought him to ſuch bad rearmes, hee 
would racher accept of the libertie which they gave 
bim, and thathe would goe to ( on/tantinople, and make 
his complainc ro the Grand-Signor, of the great and gric- 
vous wrong Which from Hazan, and Ali he had recerved. 
Buc when he knew that Halima would leave him and turne 
Chriſtian, he was almoſt ready to run mad. 

In concluſion, they man'd his owne Veſlel], and furni- 
ſhed him with all chings neceilarie for his voyage, and 
gave him ſome (hequines, of thoſe which once had beene 
lis owne. And fo having taken his leave of all of them, 
bcing reſolved to returne co Nio/1a, he beſought before he 
had hoyſed {ayle, that Leom/a would doe him the favour 
ro embrace him; for that grace and honour ſhee therein 
ſhould ſhew him, would of ic {elfe bee ſufficient to make 
him forget all his misfortunc. All of them entreared Leo- 
- nj/ato conferrethat favour on one thatlov'd her ſo well, 
 ſinceinſ{odoing, ſhee ſhould nor goe againſt che decorwn 
and decencie of her honcſtie. Leom/a yeelded co their re- 
queſt, and the (ad further entreated of her, thar ſhee 
would but lay her hands upon his head, for thac he hoped 
that impoſition would heale his wound. Leoniſato give 
him content, condiſcended thereunto. This done, and 
having bored many holes in Hazans Veflell, 2 freſh Eaſt 
winde favouring ther, which ſeemed to court the ſayles, 
and wooe them, that they might be admitted ro come 
into thera, did fer rhem going amaine; ſo that in a ve- 
ric few houres they loſt the ſighe of the (adi's Bregantine, 
who with tears in his cycs,{tood looking how the windes 
carried away his wealth, his Wife, and with Leonya, his 
ſoules __ 

With different thoughts from the Cad's ſailed _— 
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and Mabamat. And ſo not being willing co touch any 
where; as they went along on Land, they paſt by the 
Towne of A{xadvia, lanching through the deepe Gulfe , 
and withour ſtriking ſayle, or being driven ro make uſe of 
their Oares, they came tothe ſtrong Iſland of Caſu, where 

cooke in freſh water; and preſently withour any far- 
ther ſtay, they paſſed by thoſe noted high Cliffes,the 4oo:e- 
raxres. Andthe ſecond day, they diſcovercd afar off Paquino, 
the Promontorie of the molt fertile Tinacria: out of whole 
ſighr, and chat famous I[fland of Mak they went flying, 
for with no leſſe ſwiftneſſe did this happie botrome 
beare then. 

[n fine, compatliing that Ifland, ſome 4. daics after the 
deſcried Lampadoſia, and anon after the Ifland where they 
had like ro have becn wrack'r,and the Galley wherein Lec- 
n/a was ſplic againſt the rocks the very light wherof made 
herto tremble,calling ro mind the danger wherein ſhe had 
ſo lately ſeenc her ſclfe. The day following they might ken 
before them their delired and beloved Countrey, which 
quickned that ioy which was alreadie in their hearts; their 
ſpirirs were cranſported with this new corentment, which 
is one of the greateſt which can be had in this life,co arrive 
after a long caprivity ſafe in their ovene native Countrey, 


And the next that may be equalled with it, is that which 


men receive in getting the victory over their enemies. 
They found in the Galley a great cheſt full of flags and 
ſtreamersof {ilk of ſundry colours, with which Ricardo cau- 
ſed the Galley to be adorned in moſt gallant manner. The 
day was but newly broken, when as they found themſelves 
to be within lefle then a league of the Citie, and rowing 
luſtily, and ſending forth ever and anone, ſhoutings of 
toy and gladnefſe, they flacked chew Oares the necrer 
they came to the Haven, making in very lerfurcly. In 
her entring into the Port, an infinice number of people in 
an inſtant appeared; who having ſcene how ſlowly that 
well trimmed Veſſcl| made to Land, there was noc any 
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one inall che whole Cirie, which did not come forth haſt- 
ning to the Sea (ide. 0 >>Þ7 
«Whileſt they were thus flockingto theſhoare, Ricards, 
entrcated Leomſa that fhee would cloach and adorneher 
ſelfe im the ſame manner, as when ſheenterced into the 
Ten of the Baſhaw's, becauſe hee would puta pretty jeaſt 
upon: her. Parcnts. Shedidſo, and adding gallantrie to 
gallantrie,, Pearles; to Pearles, and beautic , ro: beautic, 
( whicly che kearts contentment commonly encreaſerh) 
ſhe attircd and dreft her ſelfe in ſuch ſort, as cauſed a new 
admiration and wondcr. Recardo alſo put himſelfe into 
the Turkith habic, che hike did Mabharaut, 2nd all thoſe 
Chriſtians chat ply'de the Oare, forthere were rayments 
enough of the flaine Tukes ro (erve all of chem. When 
they arrived atthe Port, it was about cight ofcheclocke 
in the morning,which ſhowed it ſclfe ſo fair,and ſo cleare, 
char it ſeemed co appeare ſo of purpole, for to- behold that 
joyfuil entrances . | 
Beforetheir entering the Port, Ricardo made them to 
diſcharge their Peeces of Ordnance belonging to the Gals 
ley; co wit, one Canon, and two Falcons, the Cirie an- 
{wered them withthe like. The peopie ſtood as thicke as 
they could ſtand together, expeCting the — in of 
this goodly Vellcll, ſo bravely waving her flying flagges 
agd (treamers, moving tco and fro with a gentle gale of 
winde. But when they were come (0 necrethem as to dif- 
cerne that they were Twkyh, by reafon of thoſe white 
Twrbarts that they wore on their heads, they beganne 
to waxe fearctull,, and jcalous of ſome fraud and de- 
ceit. Whereupon they berooke them to their Armes, 


and as many as were train'd Souldiers in the Cirie, haſtned 


roche Port, whileſt the Horſemen went ſome one way, 
ſome another, ſcouring the coalt. Of all which ſtirre they 
rooke great pleaſure, who by little and lirtle drew ncerer 
and neerer till they entred the Haven, andcaſting anchor 
ncere the ſhoaregthrowing out a plank, and pulling in their 
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_ utter whathe would; for they ſhouldall with much con- 


Oarcs one by one, as it were m proceflion came on Land, 
which with teares of joy they kiſled againe and againe, 
ancvident {igne that they were Chriſtians, who had made 
prizc of that Veſlc{!. Thelaſtchar landed; werethe Fa- 
therand Mother of Hakma, and her kinſmen ; all (as wee 
told you) clad after the Tarki/h faſhion. That which made 
upthe torall ſurme or finall end of all, was faire Leonifa, 
having a vayle cait over her face of Crimſon Taffata, led 


by Ricardo, and Mahamat ; which fj pecacle drew after them 


theeyes of all char infinite multicude, who attheir lariding 
proſtrating chemſelves as the reſt did, faluting the earth 
with their kiſſcs. 

By that time this was done, the Captaine and Gover- 
nourof the Citic was come up unto them, who knew 
very well that they :of all the reſt were the chiefe and prin- 
cipall perſons. But he had ſcarce come fully neere them, 
bur prefently he knew Ricardo, and ranne with open arms, 
and ſignes of excceding great joy to embrace him. 

There came along with the governour Cornelio and his 
Parents, and thoſe of Leonifa, with all her kinsfolke, roge- 
ther wich thoſe of Ricardo; all which were the greateſt 
Perſons of ranckeand qualitic in the whole Citze. Ricardo 
embraccd the Governour, and repayed them all with 
thanks, that gave him che Parabien of his returne. 

He tooke ( omelo by the hand, who as foone as he knew 
him, and found thar he held him faſt, his colour beganco 
change, and beganne ro ſhake and tremble for fearc; and 
taking Leoni/a likewiſe by the hand, he ſaydz: Gentlemen, 
of curteſie (f{irs) I beſeech you, that before wee enter the 
Citic, and intd the Temple to give due thankes unto our 
Lord God, for the great favours which he hath done for 
uSin our misfortunes, you will bee pleaſed ro heare mee 
ſpeakea few words, which I am defirous to deliver unto 

Ou. 
Whereunto the Governour anſwered, that hee might 
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cent and ſilence, give him both a willing, and atrentive 
eare. Preſently hereupon all the chicteſt amongſt them, 
placed themſelves round about him; and hee raiſing his 
voycetoſucha heightas he might ( not overſtraining it ) 
be well heard, ſpake unco themafterchis manner. 
Gentlemen, yec may well remember the misfortune 
which ſome moncths (ince befell me in the Garden necre 
the Salr-pits, cogether with theloſle of Lemya; ir cannot 
likewiſe have fallen out of your memorie, the diligence 
which I uſcd in procuring her hibertie, fincethat being 
forgetfull of minc owne, I offered for her ranſome all my 
whole c{tare. And though this perhaps to your ſeeming, 
was then accounted greac Liberalitie, yer can it not, neirher 
ought itto redound to my praife, fince that I was to give 
i: for theranſome of my ſoule. That which from thatrime 
{ince hath happened coborh ofus, will requirelong time, 
2 moreſcaſonable conjuncture, and another tongue leſle 
croubled chen mine. Letic ſuffice for the preſent thac I tell 
you, that after many various and ſtrange accidents, and 
atrer athouſand loſt hopes of remedyingour misfortunes, 
Heaven caking pitic- of us without any merit of ours, hath 
returned us home to our native Countrey, as full of con- 
rent, as abounding in-wealth: yer neither from this, nor 
my procured liberrie is the end an{werable to my deſire; 
nor doel takeany greatcontentment in the cnjoying of 
cheſc, but in that which I conceive, this both in peace, 
and war my {wect cnemie takcth, as well forto ſee her (clfe 
trec, as to ſec here before her (as ſhe doth) the image of 
her owne ſoule. Yet notwithſtanding I greatly rejoyce 
in thisgenerallrcjoycing, which they receive who have 
beene my companibns1n miſeric; and though hard mis- 
fortunes, and ſad miſchances arc wont to alter our diſpo- 
ſitions, and to depreſle valiant mindes. Yet was it not lo 
with the overthrower of my good hopes; for | may bee 
bold co ſay it, that ſheamidſtrheſe her milcries, hach wixh 
the more undaunted courage and conſtant refolution, en- 
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dured the ſhipwracke of her diſadvencures, and theen- 
counters of my earnclt, bur honeſt importunings. Wherec- 
in that old Adage is verified; they may change their Coun- 
tries, bur nor their Cuſtomes who have once gotten a 
habite of chem. Of all this which I haveſayd, I chence 
inferre; that | offered my whole eſtate for her ranſome, 


gave her my ſoule in my good deſires, plotted the meancs 


of her libcrcic, and advencured more for her, then my ſelf, 
my life, And though from all theſe, ( in the conſtruction 
of noble, and ingenious diſpoſlicions ) may be raiſed in- 
gagements of ſome moment, yet will I noc preſſe any one 
upon her, {ave onely this one which I preſume ſhewill 
makegood; andin ſaying this, he puts up his hand, and 
ina very civill and mannerly way, tooke away the ſcarfe 
from before Leom/a's face, which reſembled as it werethe 
removing of a cloud, which darkensthe beaurifull bright- 
nclle of the Sunne. Then did he proſccure his ſpeech, ſay- 
ing. Loe, here ({oretio) I deliver unto thee fuch a jewell, 
which thou oughteſt to eſteemeabove all choſe things thac 
are eſteemed worthie. And ſo here (thou faire Leona) [ 
giyc thee that which thou haſt ever had in thy memorie. 
This if you plcaſe you may tearme Liberalitie: In compari- 
ſon whereof, to give away my eſtate, my life, my honour, 
15 all'as nothing. Take her (oh thou fortunate yong man) 
take her (I fay;) andif thy knowledge can but come co 
reach {o high as tocometo Kron her worth, I ſhall hold 


thee to be che happicſt man this day on earth. Together 


with her, I will give thee likewiſe as much as comes ro 
my (hare of all that which Heaven hath allotted ro us all, 
which I make account will come toabove 3o. thouſand 
Crownes. Allthis mayeſt thou freely enjoy with much 
pleaſure, quictude, and centenr; and Heaven grant that 
it may continue many long and happieyeares. As for my 
ſelfe, being made unfortunate by ſome ſquint-eycd ſtarre 
at my birth, ſince that I muſt be withour Leom/a, I am con- 
tent to be poore; for he lives roo long who lives without 


Leonya. This 
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This ſayd, he was lilenc, as if he had knit a knotupon 
his congue. Burt within a very little while , before that a- 
ny other ſpake, recolleQting himſelte,he ſaid; Oh Heavens! 
how do pinching croubles diſturbe the underitanding? [ 
(gentlemen) out of the deſire which I have to doe good, 
have not weighed well whar | fayd, For itis not pollible 
that a man ſhould ſhew himſelf liberall of that which 1s 
anothers, nothis owne. What juriſdiction or power have 
[ in Lea, for to give her unto another? or how canl 
make offer of that which is ſo farre from being mine ? Leo- 
niſais his, and ſo much his; that were her Parems dead, 


(burlong may they hive) her atte&ion wonld finde no op- 


poſition. And it there nay ſtand perhaps in her way choſe 
obligayons, which (being as ſhe is,diſcreer) ſhe ought to 
thinke ſhe owes me; from this day forward f difclaime 
them, cancellchem, and acknowledge them ro be wholy 


 voydand of none effect; andtherctore unfay what | fayd 


before. I givethen ro Cornelionothing , becauſe I cannot; 
onely | confirme the grant of my goods made to Leom/a, 
wichour deſiring or looking tor any other recompence, 
faverhar {hee cſ{tceme for true my honeſt thoughts, and 
that ſhe will have this beliefe of chem, that they were ne- 


ver directed, nor looked rowards any other point, fave 


that which ſtood with her incomparable honeſtic, her 


great worth, and infinicebeaury. And here Ricardo ended 
his ſpeech. 


Whereunto Leony/a anſwered inthis manner; if any fa- 
vours (oh Ricardo) you unagine | did (ornctio (when as you 
were enamoured and jealous of mec ) imagine hikewiſe, 


' thatit was both mcete, and honeſt, as og ny 


che will and order of my Parcnts, who intending to make 
2 match betweeneus ; Jaid their command upon me co do 
him thoſe favours. If you reſt ſatisfied with this,well ma 
you ſatisfie your lelfe with that which experience har 
made knowne unto you of my honeſtic, and reſeryedncs. 
I ſpeake this, for ro give you STI 
wW 
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will. was alwaies ſubje&rco anothers will; ro wit, m 


Parents, whom I now moſt hambly'(as ts mecr) beſecch, 


_ andearneſtly cntreat , thar they will give me leave and li- 


bertie, frecly to diſpoſe of that which your valour and Li- 


_ beralitie hath beſtowed on mee. Her Parents with a very 


good will gave her their leave ſo to do, relying on her d1f- 
cretion, that ſhe would make uſe rhercof in fuch ſort, as 
ſhould redound alwates to her owne honour, and their 
profit. 

Having obtained this licence, diſcreer Leona proceeded 
rhus. I ſhall cntreate you (as many as be here preſenc) that 
you will beare te witnefſe, that I had rather incurre the 
cenſure of lightneſſe, and inconſtancie, ( which nene of 

ou all can, or ſhall ever be able ro charge me therewith) 


then to bee raxed ( which is harefull both in the (iohr of 


God and man) of unthanktujneſſe and ingratitude. And 
therefore (oh valianc Ricardo) my good will and affeQtion 
hitherto ſo reſcrved,fo perplexed and doubtfull, ſhall now 
declare it ſelfe1n your favour.' To the end, that you men 
may know thatall womenare nor ingratefull, by my ex- 


preſſing ofmy thanktfulnefſe ro you. I am thine (Ricardo) 


and will bee thine till death, if ſome better knowledge 
move thee not to deny me thy hand; for I delire nothing 
morethen to have thee ro be my Husband. 

Ricard» hearing theſe words, was fo tranſported wich 
joy, and in a manner ſo beſides himſclfe, thathee neither 
knew how, norcould not anſwer Lean/ain any other lan- 
ouage then humbling himſelfe on his knees before her,and 
kiſſing her hands which hee held faſt by force, bathing 
themofren with his render and loving teares. Cornelio did 
ſhedrtearesroo, bur of griefe, and ſorrow; ſo did Leomi/a's 
Parents, but of joy and gladnefſe; and of admiration and 
contenementall the ſtanders by. 

The Biſhop of thar Citie was then there preſent, and 
with his Benedition, and Licence brought them to the 
Cathedrall Church, and diſpenſing with thetime, tax 

marrie 
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married them, The joyfull newes of this wedding was 

quickly !} pread over all Trapana,and that very night in coken 

of rejoycing, infinite lights were ſer up, and great bonhires 

made, accompanied with ringing of bells, and divers loud 
mulicall inſtruments. And for many daics after there were 
Maskings, Commedics,ſporting with Canes. running of 
Bulls, and folemne invitations and fcaſtings made by the 
Parents of Ricardo, and Leoni/a. Mahamut, and Halma were rc- 
conciled to the Church, who impoſlibilited of fulfilling 
her defirc in being Ricard's wife, contented her ſelfe in 
matching with Mahamut. To Halma's Parents and kinſmen 
Ricardo gave liberaliy of thoſe ſpoyles which he had caken, 
wherewith they might be enabled to live, nor onely ſufh- 
ciently, bur plenrifully. In concluſion, all of chem remai- 
ned fully contented and ſatisfied ; and the fame of Ricardo 
going beyond the bounds of Sith, ſpread is ſelfe through 
all the parts of Italy, and many other places under the name 
of the Liberal{ Lover. Andevento this very day conti- 

nucth freſh in choſe many Children which he 
had by Leona, who was a rarc example 
of diſcretion, honeſtie, reſer- 
 vednefſc, thankfulneſle, 
and beauric.

This gentlemanthen ( whoſe name for good reſpetts 
wee {hall conceale, and call Rodelbhs ) with fourc other 
friends of his, al! young men full of iollitie, and abouc all 
exceeding infolent, was commingdowne the ſame hill 
which the old gentleman was going up. Theic rwo 
companies rict each other, rhat of the ſheepe, wich thar 
of the wolves, and in a molt uncivill kind of manner, 
voydc of all ſhame and honeſtte covering their owne 
faces, they diſcovered thoſe of the morher, daughter, and 
Mayd: the old man, {and I cannot blame him) was ſome-

\what moved thereat, reproved them for it, and rold them 
_ they might be aſhamed ( had rhey any thame in them ) to 
offer ſuch an affront co gentlewomen. They anf\vered 
{im with mocks and {coffes, and without further miſde- 
meaning themſelues, they went forward on their way, 
Bur the great beauty of thar faireſt which Redofo had

printed in his memory that ir drevy his afte&tion after 
her.and (tirred him up in a defire to emoy her,in deſpight 
of all inconveniences chat might follow thereupon,and in 
an inſtant, as ſudden as his paſſion, he imparted his mind 
to his Companions, and both hee and they preſcntly re- 
ſolved ro returne backe, and take her from her parents 
by force. onely therein for to pleaſe Roasifo,for your great 
andrich men, which are lewdly and licentiouſly given 
{hall never want thoſethar will canonize their evill a&i- 
ons and gualific their bad courſes for good. And therfore 
the harching of this wicked purpoſe,the communicating 
it, the approving of it, and the reſolving upon it, to carry 

a away 
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away Leocadia, and the putting of 1t in exccution was done 
aS it were all in an inſtant, they covered their faces-with 
their handkerchers, and drawing out their {words they 
came backe,and had not gone many ſteps before they had 
overtaken thoſe, who had nor as yertully made an end of 
giving thankes unto God for having freed them from the 
hands of thoſe bold and infolent perſons: Rodolfo leazed 
on Leocadia, and taking her vp in his armes, ran away 
with her,with allche haſt he could, vvho had nor ſtrength 
enough to defend her from this violence, and the ſudden 
paſſion that poſlefſed her was fo prevalent that ir rooke 
away the uſe of her voyce,fo thatſhe could nor cry out, 
and likewiſe the light of her eyes, fince thar ſhe being in 
2 \wound, and without any ſenſe, ſheeneicher flawy who 
carried her, nor whetherthey did carry her.

they. were contounded gand amazed, nor knowing what 
ro doc, whether they ſhould give notice of their misfor- 
rune tothe hultice, or nor: They werefeartull leaſt in fo 
doing, they ſhould bee the principall inſtrument of pub- 
liſhing their diſhonour ; They ſaw themſclues neceſ- 
litared for any matter of favour as being poore 
though nobly deſcended. They knew not on whom to 
com- 
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complainc, but their owne hard fortune. Redolfo in the 
meane while, being ſubtill and craftic brought Leocadia 
home to his houſe, and co his owne private lodging. And 
though ſhe were ina ſwound when he carricd her away; 
et forthe more ſurcrie did he blind-fold her eycs with a 
CE Cherchac ſhe mighe not take notice of the ſtreers 
through which ſhe paſſed, nor of the houſe nor lodging 
whercunto he had brought her, having pur her thereinco, * 
without being ſcene of any bodie, becauſe hee had his 
uarter in his fathers houſe {who was yer living) to him- 
ſelfe, and kepr the key of his chamber doorc him(elte, and 
thoſeof that his whole quarter , A4n unadviſed mconſuderate- 
neſſe of Parents, to Juffer ther Sornes to live m that retyred manner, 
without witneſſes of ther converſation. © 
a Before that. Lercadia had recovered her ſ\wounding, Re- 
dolfo had fatisficd his luſtfull defire; for the unchaitc vio- 
lences of youth {teldome or never reſped cither time or 
place, but runs on headlong: whether their unbrideled 
luſt leades chem, letting loofe the reines to all licentiouſl- 
nes. Having the lighrof his underitanding thus blinded, he 
robbed Leocadia in thedarke of the beſt jewell char ſhe had. 
And forthat the {innes of ſenſualitie reach no further for 
the moſt part, then the accompliſhing and fulfilling of 
them. Redsifo preſerly reſolved ro turn Leocadia out of doors, 
and iventered into his imagination to lay her our inthe 
ſtreer, being thus in a {wound as ſhe was, and going to 
put chis his purpoſe in execution, hee perceived that ſhee 
was newly come to her ſclfe, and began to ſpeake, ſaying.

-Aye me, unhappic as I am! for I well percerverhat my 
Parents heare me nor, and that my enemies couch mee; 
happic ſhould be if this darkneſle wouldendure for ever, 
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not giving my eycs leave to ſecany more the light efche 
World. Andthat this place whercia now | am, whacſo- 
ever it be, mightſerve to bethe ſepulchre ro my honour; 
{ince that better is that diſhonour which is not knowne, 
then thathonour which is expoſed co the opinion of the 
vulgar. Now [| call that to minde which before I could 
not, that bur a liccle while ſince, I wasin the company of 
my Parents; now Iremember that ſome aſſaulted mee; 
now | conceive and ſee; thatit is not meet thatthe people 
ſhould ſce mee. Oh thou | whoſoever chou arr chat art 
here with mee (and with chisſhee trooke faſt hold on Ro- 


dofe's hands) if thou becſt ſuch a one whoſe ſoule will ad- 


mir of cnrrearice, I catreat and beſecch rhee,thar fincerhou 
haſt criurphed over my Fame, that chou wilt likewvite tri- 
umph over my life; quicme of ic inſtancly, for ic is fitthat 
[ ſhould loſe my life, 7 es thac i have loſt my honour, and 
conlider with thy:{clfe, that the rigour of thar crueltie 
which thou haſt excrciſed on mce in offending me, will 
be tempered and moderated by the pitie which thou ſhalt 
ule towards me by killing me; and ſo chou ſhalt ſhow thy 
ſelfe ar oner; both crucll, and pirifull. | 
 Thercaſons which Leocadiaalleadged co Rodolfo, left him 
ia amazednefice, and confuſion, and likea raw yong man 
unexperienccd inthe world, hee knew noteither what ro 
ſay, or doe: whoſelilence made Leocadia the more to won- 
der,. who by her hands ſought to diſ-deceive her ſelfe, and 
roay by crouching whether ic were a phanraſma,or a ghoſt 
thas was with her; but when ſhe found that ſhe couched 
a bodie, a very bodic, and did call co her remembrance 
the force which was done her going along with her Pa- 
rents; hce fellinto a truercckoning of her misfortune, 
and wits the. very choughc thereof, ſhee returned a new 
ro vent thoſe words which her many ſighes and fobbes 
had ametruypecd, ſaying, | +: PL

judge: thee to bet of.no great yeares, | pardon chice the 


wrong 
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-wrongthou haſt done mc, and forgivethee thar foule of- 
fencerhou halt committed; fo rhat thou wilt promiſeand 
ſweare unto mee, thar as thou haſt covered it with this 
darkeneſle, fo likewiſe chou wil cover it with perperuall 
ſilence, withouracquainting any bodic therewith. It is a 
ſmall rccompence which | crave of thee, in compariſon of 
ſo greatan 1njurie. Yet to mee (conſidering the cafe that 
Iamin) it will bee the greateſt tharl can begge of thee, or 
thou canſt give mec; conſider beſides, that I never ſaw 
thy face, neither doel deſireto ſce it. For though I cannoc 
bur ſtill thinke on the offence done mee, ,yer willI nor 
chinke upon my offender, neither will Hay up in my me- 
moriethe image of the aurhourof my hurt; I ſhall poure 
forth my complaints berween my ſclte and Heaven, with- 
out dcfiring that the world ſhould heare them, which 
doth not judge of things by their ſuccefle, but according 
unto that which is ſertled in it's opinion. I know not how 
itis that utter theſe truthes unto thee , which uſually are 
wont to be groundedupon the experienceof many Calcs, 
and on the diſcourſe of many years, mine amountingto 
no morethen 17, yetdoc Tunderſtand chus much , that 
gricfeand ſorrow doth alike rye, and untye the tongue of 
the afflited; one whiles exagyeratingthereceived wrong 
that others may be therby the berrer inducedro belecveir, 
and another whiles burying ir in filence, thar others may 
not give any remedy thereunto.

I ſhould without reſiſtance yceld ro thy abhomina- 
ble laſt,cthou mighteſt (and not without juſt cauſe) imagine 
thatmy {wounding was fcigned, when thou waſlt ſo bold 
and inſolent in working my utter ruine and deſtruction. 
In concluſion, Leccadia ſo beſtirred her ſelfe, and made

She in the ater, led her life in the houſe of her Parents 
with all poſlible retyredneſle, withour ſuffering her ſelfe 
to bee ſcene of any, as one that was tearefull, icaſt they 
might read her misfortune in her forehead.

with extraordinarie dexteritic leapt from his Horſe , 2nd

And chough it were not now hung 
and adorned with Damaske, asthen it was ; ſhe knevv the 
forme and faſhion of it, {hee ſaw the windove with the

This ſorrowfull newes, accompanied with ſuch woc- 
full lamencations, came athſtro the cares:of Leocadia's Pa- 
rents; whomfor a more plealing occaſion, Dona Eftyfanis 
had keptclofc and ſecret, till ſhe ſaw a fit time for to bring 
chem forth in publicke ; who together with the Prie(t of 
the Pariſh, (for he likevvile was ſhut up with them,)break-

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ing the order given them by Eftefania, came torch intathe 
roome where they were. The Priclit made in quickly, for 
to ſee if by any ſignes, ſhe gave any tokens of repenting her 
ſelfe of her ſinnes, to the end that he might ablelveher of 
them.

approaches by degrees, addrefling her ſelf ro kneeledown 
before the Queene, and then afrera ſhorr pauſing ſaid thus 
untohcr. May ir pleaſe your moſtexceltent Majeſtie, ſo 


far forch to honour'chis your ſervant, that ſhe may kiſſe 


your royall hand; fo ſhall I ever hercafter hold my ſelfc 
to be a Ladie, ſince that I have beene ſo happie, as ro come 
$o ſee your greatneſle. - 

The Queene continued looking upon her a good while, 
without ſpeaking one word; it ſeeming unto her (as ſhe 
afterwards told a great Ladie of her Bed-chamber ) 


that {hee had *a (ſtarrified heaven before her; whoſe 


ſtarres were thoſe many Pearles, and Diamonds which 
Jabelia barc about her. Her fayre face, and eyes were 
the Sunne and Moone; and take all together in the 
whole pecce, ſhee was anew wonder of bcautie. The 
Ladies that atrended about the Queens Perſon, wiſhed that 
they had beene all eyes, rhat there mighr nor remaine any 
ching in, or about Jahella, which they mightnor behold 
and view at full. Some commended the quickneſſcofher 
cyes, ſome the colour of her face, and purenefſe of com- 
plexion; ſome the propernefle of her body, and ſome the 
{weernes of her ſpecch. And ſome likewiſe, who out of 
Meercenvie, laid. the Spaniard is a very handſome gentle- 
woman, burher habice and drefling ſeemeth yery ſtrange, 
and out of faſhion. After ſomelntlc ſuſpenſion, the Queene 
cauſing //abella to riſe up, ſhe ſaid unto her , ſpeake (pretty 
Mayd) unto mee 1n Spaniſh, for underſtand it well, and 
ſhall cake much pleaſure therem. And curning þer ſelfc to- 
wards ( lotaldo, the fayd unto him. 

Clotaido, you have done Vs wrong , in keeping this trea- 
{ure ſolong concealed from Vs; bur itis fach, and ſo rich, 
tharit hath moved you ro covetouſneſſe; you are bound 
ro reſtore itunto Vs, for by right it is Ours, and properly 
belongeth unto Vs. 

Madam (anfwcred Cleraldo) it is true whith your 
Majc- 
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kept this treaſure, that it might be preſerved in that 
perfeRion, as was fitting to appeare in-your Majcſties Pre» 
ſence. And now that ir is here before your'eye, Ithoughe 
ro have much improved it, by cravingyour Majeſties leave 


that J/abella might be the Spoule of my.Sonne Ricaredo, and 


to give your molt excellent Majeſtic in theſe rwo, all that 
Iamable to give you. Er 
Her very namegives Vs very goed content (replied the 
Quecne) there could nothing have beene more wanting 
fave the name of [/abella the Sp.myard, co rake off fomerhing 
from that perfeRion which is in her. Bur how is it ( ({e- 
taldo) that without Our leave you have promiſed her to 
your Sonne * | | 
| Iristrue Madam (anſfivered {ltaldo) Ihave made him 
a promilc of her, but ir was upon the conhidence that the 
many and notable ſcrvices which my ſelfe, and my Aun- 
ceſtours have done this Crowne, might obcainc of your 
Majeſtic other more difficult favours, then this of your 
leave; and che rather, for thar my Sonne is nor yereſpouled 
untoher. _ EEE. 

Neither ſhall he ({ayd the Queene) Marry ]abells, till he 
by himſclfe, and in his owvneperſon ſhall deſerve her. Our 
mcaningis, that I will not that cicher your owne or your 
Aunceſtors ſervices, ſhall any whic benefit him him in this 

articular; but chat hee in his owne perſon ſhall diſpoſe 
Fm (elfe ro ferye mee, andfor to merit for himſelfe, and 
by bis avi vers , this {weer pledge, whom we c- 
ſteeme and reckon of as if ſhe were our owne Daughter. 

Iabella had ſcarce heard. this laſt word delivered, when 


humbling her felfe againe on her knees before the Queene, 


ſhee ſpake unto her in the Spaniſh.tongue, to this effe, 
As graces, which brings ſuch graces with them (moſt 
noble Queenc) are rather ro be accounted happincſle, then 


Majeſtic ſayth; I confeſſemy fault, if ic beeafaultio ave. 


misfortuncs. And ſince that your Majcitie hath beene 


pleaſed to grace me with the, name of Daughter upon {© 
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| reward, whichiin your opinion you can wiſh or defire. 


good a pledge; - what ill can T feare? or what good may 
[nor hope for ?- 


Looke what Jabella uttered, came from her ſo gracefully, 
and fo wittingly, that the Queen ſtood extreamely affeaed 
towards her; andcommanded that ſhee ſhould, remaine 
at Court in herſervice; and recommended her to a great 
Ladie, the chicfeſt amongſt thoſe of her Bed-chamber, 
that ſhee might crayne her up according to the Courr 
aſbien. 

Ricaredo, who faw that his life was taken away,in caking 


away 1abella, was'readie almoſt ro have loſt his wits; and 


therefore though overtaken with a tumbling and ſudden 
paſſion of hearr,he vent and fell upon his knees before the 
Queen, and ſayd unto her. 

'Tharl may ſerve our Majcſtie, T'nced notto be inciccd 
thereunto by any other rewards, then by thoſe which my 
fore-fathers,and Aunceſtours have gorren by ſerving their 
Kings. But ſince that it is your Maicſties plcaſurc chac I 
ſhould ſerve you with good defires, and pretenfions, 1 
would gladly know, in whar kinde, and in what cmploy- 
ment I may manifeſt that I cumply; with that obligation 
which Iowe unto your Maicſtie, and put my ſelfec to char 
which you ſhall impoſe i me. 

[ havetwo Ships rye [ (anfwered the Queene) ready 
to pur forth to Sea, whereof I have made Generall the 
Baron of Lane, of one of theſe I make you Capraine, him 
Admirall, and you Vice-Admirall. For the bloud from 
whence youcome, and runneth in your vanes, doth af- 
ſure mee that you will fupply the defect of your yearcs ; 
and conſider well the favour which wee doe you, ſince 
chartherein! give you occaſion, chat correſponding with 
that which you are, and doing things anfwerable to the 


| race from whence you come; by ferving your Quecac, 


you may ſhow the worth of your noble diſpolicion, and 
ot your perſon; and you al hcten thereby che greateſt 
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miſe great matrers unro- my ſelfe of your noble exploits. .

Rxaredo killed the Queenes þand, humbly thankiny; her, 
and highly c{teeming c.e favour which ſhe did him, and 
preſently went from her tor Jabella, and would ferigne have 
{poken unto her, bur could nor, for love and griet had knir 
ſuch a knorin his throat, and fo cicd his rongue, that had 
his life layen upon it, hee could not utter one word. Bur 
the water ſtoodin his cies, and were ſo brimme-full, thac 
they ranne over, and filently tricked downe his checkes 
which he thought ro diſſemble and ſmorther them, all thar 
hee poſlibly could; yer notwithſtanding conld hee nor 
hide chem | Hray the cyes of the Queene, and therefore ſhe 
faid unto him. | 
Thinke it no ſhame Riaredo to weepe , neither vatew 
your ſelfethelefſe, for having giverjac this your farewell 
ſuch render demonſtrations of your heart. For ir 1s 0ne 
thing ro fight with your enemics, and another thing to 
take your leave of her you love. [abella, etnbrace Ricaredo, 
and grve him ou benediation , for his exceſſive for- 
row, and loarhneſle to leave you, doth very well de- 
ſerveit. | 
Iabells, who ſtood amazed and aſtoniſhed to ſee Ricas 
redo's tender heartednefie, and how truely he did grieve, 
andall for her fake, whom ſhe loved as her Husband,; 
did nor underſtand what the Queene had commanded 
ber, burbegaptoſhed reares; ſo withour thinking whar

ic ſtanders by to nick likewiſe into teares. And ſo Rera- 

ſpeaking a word to [abella, or Jabella to him, 
they ws cach from other; and ({etaldo, and they that 
came with him, doing reverence ro the Queene, went 
out of the Preſence full of compaſſion, diſcontent , and 
ecAres, 

Iabella now remained like a poore Orphane, comming 
from the buriall of her Father and Morher,and as full now 
of feare, as before of oriefe; leaſt that her new Ladicto 
whom {hee was recommended , would make her to 
change thoſe manners and cuſtomes wherein ſke had been 
formerly bred up. 

In conduſion, there ſhee remained, and within crwo 
| daiesafter Rcareds hoyled faylc, and pur forth to Sea, bea- 
ten amongſt many other with this thought, that he muſt 
do ſomenotable peece of {ervier, thar might intitle him the 
deferver of Iſabella. 

Bucin conduſion, he beſought Heaven to: be propitious

ace where never are wanting, either Ships of Parts 4 

om the Eaſt-Indies, or ſomethar come thither "a. th 
Weſt-ladies. And at (ixe daies end there aroſe ſuch a crofſe- 
windc full in the teeth of them; and continucd ſo long 
and ſo ſtrong, that withour ſuffering them ro reach the 
Iflands,they were inforced to.make farSpane; necreunto 
whole Coalt, at the mouth of the Streight of Girata, they 
deſeried three Ships ; theone a very; tall and goodly Ship, 
and the other two > ih lefle. | Ricart- 


Ricaredo's Ship made up to that which was Admiral, for 
to know of his Generall, wherher or no he would ſer up- 
on thoſe three Ships which they had deſcried. But before 
that hecame up unto chem; he might diſcerne that upon 
the coppe of the maine maſt, there was hung outa blacke 
ſtreamer, and comming alittle neerer, he might hear Fifes, 
and Trumpets ſounding faintly, and hoarſcly ; cleareand 
apparant ſignes chat the Generall was dead, or ſome other 

rincipall perſon ofthe Shippe. Arlait comming within 
fas that they mighe {peake one to another, which 
they had not done fince their firſt putting forth ; they 
might heare chem from ourthe Admira!l call our aloud un- 
to them, to haverthe Vice-Admirall Ricaredo to come 2- 
boord their Ship, becauſe the Generall the night before 
dicd of an Appoplexie. 

All upon this newcs Were very ſad, ſave Ricaredo,, who 
was inwardly glad, not for the lofle of his Generall, bur 
to ſeethat hee was lefr ar libertie, and might freely com- 
mand borh Shippes ; for fo wasit ordercd by the Queene, 
chat the Gencrall miscarrying, Riaredo ſhould ſuccced in 
his roome. Who preſently went aboord che Admirall, 
where he found ſome thatmourn'd for their dead General, 
and others thar rejoyced with him that was now living. 
Ina word, both the oneand the other preſently yeelded 
him obedicnce, and with ſhort ceremonies cry'd him up 
for their General; rwo of thoſe three Shippes which they 
had diſcovered not giving leave for greacer, which going 
aloofc from che great Shippe, made up to the two Ships. 

T hey ſtreight knew them to be Gallics , and Turkiſh Gal- 
lics, by the halfe Moones which chey bare in their flagges, 
which gave Ricaredo great contentment, it ſeeming unto 
him, chac that prize if Heaven ſhould grant ithim, would 
be of great benehir. - 

The Turkiſh Galltes came to know the Northern ſhips, 
who did not carry the Armes of the Iſland in their flagges, 
bur of Spaine, for to decaavetholc that ſhould chance to 
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deſcrie them, and mightrakethemto be Shippes of Pira- 
cie. The Tzrkes thought they had beene Stappesthat had 
come. from the Indies, waſted and ſpent with their long 
voyage, and that they weuld quickly yceld and be raken. 
Wherupon, they came incroaching by liccle and little upon 
them , thinking preſently ro boord them, and Ricaredo 
ſuffercd them to come necrer and ncerer unto him , rill he 
had them in command of his Ordnance, and then ler flic 
atthem, and giving them a broad fide, diſcharged fo luc- 
kily, and with ſuch furie, that he ſhot one of the Gallies 
thorow, and thorow ; ſothar onchalfe of it lay all open, 
and naked, which forced them to flic, and make the bet 
ſhift chey could for ro eſcape boording. The other Gal- 
tic ſeciny ir's fellows ill ſucceſſe, made away in all haſte, 
and (trove to pur her ſclfe under the ſide of the great Ship. 
Bur Ricaredo, who had Shippes thar were light laden, and 
were quicke and nimble; and fuch cxcellent ſaylers, chac 
they would turne and windc, and come off and on, as if 
they had beene plied with Oarcs; commanded them co 
charge the Ordnance anew, chaſing them cvento the ſhip, 
ſhowring upon them a world of ſhort. They of the 0- 
pened Gallic, as ſooncas they cameto the ſhip, forſooke 
their Galley, and with all poſſible haſte endeavoured to 
get into the ſhip. Which being perceived by Ricaredo, and 
that the ſound Gallic imyloyed ir ſelfe in relieving the o- 
ther ; he ſers upon her with boch his ſhips, and withour 
giving her [cave to racke about, or to make any uſe of her 
Oares, he did pur her to that ſtreight and exigent, thatrhe 
Tuwrkes likewiſe that were in her, were forced to flecfor 
refuge to the ſhip, not with any hope to defend themſelves 
therein, orto ſtand it our in fight, bur for to eſcape for 
the preſcnc with their lives. The (briſtians wherwich thoſe | 
Gallies were man'd, tearing up their bankes, and breaking 
their chaines, intermingled with the Twkes , fo rght to 
recover their ſhip; and as they were clambring up by rhe 
fide of her, wich nuusket ſhor from the ſhips, they wene 
bel ſhooting 
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ſhoocing ac then, as at a marke; but Ricaredo gave order 
that they ſhould ſhoot onely ar the Turkes, and ſpare the 
Chriſtians. Thus were all the Turkes almoſt (laine; and 
they who enteredthe ſhippe with che Chriſtians, forchey 
were mingked one amonglt anorher, making uſe ot cher 
weapons, were cutin peeces. For theforce of the valiane 
when they begiato fall, mult yceld coche weakeneſle of 
thoſe thatareriſing.. And therefore the Chriſtians rake- 
ing hearc, layed about them with ſuch courageand mertle, 
that chey did wonders for che working of their liberrie, 
thinking all this while chat thoſe Northerne ſhips were 
Opan(h. — | 
Inconcluſion, the Chriſtians having in a manner cur all 
the Turkes throaces, lome Spanyards ſhevwed themſelves up- 
onthe Decke, and called outa load unrothole whom they 
ſuppoſed to bee Spayyards, that they would come aboord 
chem, and enjoy the reward.of their victorie. . Ricaredo 
asked them in: Spanyhb what ſhippe that was ? they: cold 
him chas ſhee was a Partugal come. from the Byt-Indies 
laden with fpices, and as many Pearles, and Diamonds, 
as were' worth a, Milliog,..and that. by a ſtorme they 
were driven, upon. that Coaſt, all renc and torne, and 
without any Ordnance; for the fouleneſle of the weather, - 
and high working of the Sea, inforced them to throw 
It over-boord.': [That their men were molt of them 
licke, and almoſt dead of thirſt, and hunger; andthar 
thoſe rwo, Gallies which were belonging to. che Pi- 
rate. 4 pantemuan, had taken i ticr buc the day before, 
withour making .any deience ar all. And that (as it 
was rakd:chem.),, becauſe. they were, hoe able. to car- 
ric ſo. grear, a quantitic of riches in.,thole. ewo, ſmall 
 Veſlells; - they +towed her along, wich: purpoſe to. pur 
her, into the River of Lauche, which was Here there 
unto, ' ” 
; | Rewedo requrned them anſwere, chatif they congerved 


that thoſe. his: cwg Shippes were Þorſh, Seer 
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deceived, for they wete nortiing lefle, but ſhips belonging 
ro the Qyeene of the Northern Iknd. Which nevves 
gave thoſe that heard it, occaſion of feare, and forrow , i- 
magining (and noc without reaſon,)thar they werefallen 
our of one net into another. Bur Ricaredo rold rhem rhac 
they ſhonld receive no harme, and thar they ſhould reſt 
aflured of their libertic, on condition har they ſhould nor 
pur chemſclves upon their defence. Nor is it poſſible for 
us (replied they) fo ro doe; for (as wee formerly cold 
you) this Shippe hath no Ordnance, nor wee any of- 
fenſive Armes; and therefore wee muſt of force whe- 
ther wee will or no, have recourle to the pgentile and 
noble diſpoſirion of your General}, and the liberahtic 
and courtelic which hee fhall nfe rowards us; ſince 
thac it 15 mcer and jaſt that hee whe hath freed us from 
the inſufferable capcivitte' of the Twites, ſhonld reape 
the reward and benefie-'thereof, and ſhall bee famoufed 
of allchoſc co whoſe cares thenewvesThall come, of rhis 
- crore victoric, and of his kinide ufage rowardes 

| Theſe words of the Sparyird did not fourid'ill in Ri- 
careads carcs; and therefore-calling choſe” of his ſhippe 
Co a councell, hee demanded ofthern how hee mir 
pacting them- 
fx being ſo 
many as they 'were, they' ſhould? rake Courage: untv 
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bhimwith a cruelland unthankefullminde; noris icmecte 
that that which may remedie by induſtry, I ſhould reme- 
dic-it by the ſword. And therefore, | forimy part: am of 
opinion, that no Chriſtian ſhould dyethe death. Notbe- 
cauſe I with them ſo well, bur becauſe L with wellro my 
ſelfe, and would thar this. dayes. noble aftion, neither to 
' me, nor tO.-YOu,, ſhould mingle thename of valiant, with 
the ſir-name of. cruell; for crucltie did never fort well 
with. valcur. That which is to bee done, isthis; thatall 
che Ordnance of one of theſe our Shippes, be pur into the 
great Portugal Ship, withour leaving che Ship any Armes, 
or any other thing, ſave ſufficient vituall. And fo man- 
ning thar Ship with our men, we will carry it home, and 
the Spawards goc In the other to Spar. 

None durſt contradict that which Ricareds had pro- 
pounded, and ſome held him ro bee valianc, magnani- 
mous, and of good underſtanding and judgemenc; and 
others1n their hearts, to. be more courteous then heoughr 
ro havebeence, ; Lk 3+ 5 

Recaredothen havingrelolved onthis courſe, he pur 50; 
Muskutiers into the Portugal Ship all readic firted and furni- 
ſhed, their Peeces charged with thot, and their matches 
burning in their cockes. He found inthe Ship well necre 
390. perſons, with thoſe that had eſcaped oucof the gal- 
lies. He preſently called for their Cocker, or bill of lading, 
and the ſame perſon. who at firſt ſpaketo him fromthe 
Decke made him anſwer; thatthe Twkyh Pirarc had al- 
readictakentheir Cocket from them, and thatit was drow» 
ncd with him. Hee did.inſtantly put bis-pully in order; 
and bringing his leſſer veflell and lathing ir cloſcrothefide 
of the great Ship with wonderfull celeritic, and withthe 
helpe of ſtrong ropes, they hoyſed all their Ordnance 
mY their Carriages, out of the leilcr-into the greater 
SHIP. mu 

Fi being done, hee forthwith made a ſhort ſpeech t 
the Chriſtians; he commanded chem to goe into the Ship 
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chatwas now difincumbred,” where they ſhould finde 
ooodſtorc of vicuall for more then a moneth , and more 
mourhes then'they had. And as they went Imbarquing 
chemſelves, he gave ro every one of them foure Spanſh Pi- 


flakes, which he cauſed to be broughc from his owne Ship, 


forro rclievein part their neceſitie when they came on 
land; which was ſo neerc, that from thence they mighc 
kennethe high mountains of 4vila, and (ape. All ofthem 
gavehim infinitechankes for the favour he had done chem; 
and the laſt char went to embarque himſelte, was hewho 
had beene the mouth of the reft, who ſid unto Ricaredo. 
Mot valiant fir, I ſhould hold it a happines for me, a- 


' midſtchele my misfortunes, andthe greater of the two, 


that you would rather carry mealong with you ro Mundoln, 
chen ſend me into Spame.For albeit chat ir be my Countrey, 
and tharit is noc above lixc dayes fince I left ir, yer ſhall I 
not findeany thing therein which will not miniſter occa- 
ſions unto mee of reviving my former {orrowes, and ſoli- 
tudes. I would have you to know ( noblc fir) that in the 
lofſe of Cadiz, which 1s now ſome 15. yeares ſince, I loſt 
a Daughter which ſome of the Conguerours carried away 
intotheir owne Countrey; and with her, I loſt the com- 
fort of my old age, and the light of mine cies, which fince 
they might nor {ce her, have never ſcene char thing which 
could be plcaſing unco chem. The great diſcontencmenr 
wherein her loſle left mec, rogether with that of my 
wealch, which likewiſe was taken from me; brought me 


.tothat low cbbe, that I neither would,nor could any more 


exerciſe the trade of Merchandize, whoſe great dealings 
in that kinde, made me inthe opinion of the world, held 
ro bethe richeſt Merchant in all that Citic. And indeed (o 
1 was, for bclides my credit, which would paſſe for many 
hundercd thouſands of crownes, the wealth rhar I had 
within the doores of mine owne houſe, was morethen 
fifty thouſand Duckerts. All which I loſt, yer had[loſt 
nothing, ſo as Thad not loſt my Daughter. After this -_ 
ra 
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rall misfortune, and ſo particularly mine; neceſlitic (the 


morc to vexe me) [ct upon me, never cealing to givemee 


over, till ſuch time as not being able any longer to reſiſt 
her; my Wifc and I (which is that ſorrowfull woman 
chat (ics chere) reſolved to goe for the Indies, the common 
refuge of poore Genelemen,; and having embarqued our 
ſelves bur {ixe dayes ſince in aſhip of Advite , we had no 
ſooner put outof (dir, but that thoſe rwo Veſlells ofthe 
Piratcs, tooke our ſhippe, and wee become their ſlaves. 
Whereupon our miſerie was renewed, and our misfortune 
confirmed. And ic had beene greater , had nor the Pirates 
raken that ſhippe of Portugal, who entertained them lo long, 
till that ſuccceded which-you have {eene. 

Ricaredochen asked him, what was his daughters name ? 

He aalwered, abella. LS. 

With this Ricarede ceaſed ro be confirmed further in that 
which before he ſuſpeRed; which was, that he who re- 
counted this unto him, was his beloved [abella's Father : 
and without giving him any rydings of her, herold him, 
that very Willingly hee would carry him and his Wife to 
Mandolin, where happily they might heare ſome newes of 
that which they ſo much deſired, He made them preſently 
go aboord his own {hip, leaving Marriners and ſouldiers 
{uffictenc in that of Portugah 7 

That night they hoyſed ſayle, and fer themſelves toger 
oft trom the coalt of Spaie; and for that inthe ſhip wher- 
in werethe freed Captives, there were likewiſe 20 Turks, 
whom Riecaredo had alſo fer artlibertie; forto ſhew, thar 
more our of his owne noble diſpoſition, and generous 
minde, he had dealtſo graciouſly with them, then infor- 
ced by that love which he bare to the Chriſtians; hee en- 
treated the Spanyards at their parting, that upon the firſt oc- 
_ caſjontharſhould offer it ſelte, they ſhould ſer the Tarkes 

_ arliberty, wherein cheuſhould ſhew themſelves thanke- 
tull unco him. |

The next day came l/abella, with her Father and Mother

the Queene anew oblieged unto her, for to continue ther 
favours ftilkrowards her. She tooke her leave likewiſe of

of thoſe many of T/abelia's jewells; Her Father began again 
co follow his trade of Merchandize, not without the ad- 
miration of thoſe who knew his grear loſſes. . 

In concluſion, within a few monethes, he went repay- 
ring his loſt credit, and [/abellas beautie returned to it's 
former perfection, Infomuch, thac when any ſpecch _ 
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had of fayre Women, all of chem gave the Laurell cothe 
North lile Spantzard, who was as well known by this name, 
as ſhe was for her bcautie throughout the whole Citie. 

By the order of the French Merchant of Sevilla, Tabella, 
| and her Parents writ letters ro the Queene of the North

cheir lords. From the Queen they received no anſwer,but 
trom Clotald 2nd his Wife, they did; whomain tharrletters 
gavethem the parabren of their ſafe arrivall. Cercifying them 
beſides, hovv that their Son Recaredo the nexr day after thar 
they had hoiſed laile, was gone for France, and from thence 
to palle to ſome other parts of Chriſtendome, whether ir 
was fitting for him to go,for theſertling and ſecuring of his 
conſcience .

(brorher Lays) chat this my lameneſle, and numbe 
neſſe, docs nor grow from any infirmiriethar I have, but 
of ſer purpoſe, I feigne my ſelfe to bee thus ill affedted 
whereby L ger myliving, and bread ro put in my mouth, 
begging for Gods ſake. And helping my felfewirh this 
tricke, and my mulicke, I pickcour a pretty meancs to 
maintaine my felfe, and leade the merrieſt fe of any man 
in the world; whereas they who are not their craft-ma- 
ſters, and uſe not thelike kinde of induftrie, are readie 
to ſtarve, and often dye out of meere hunger. And this

Time will ſhew it, anſwered the reero; in the meane 
while let us take order to put this plate againe in its owne 
place, that what wee have done may nor bee diſcerned. 
With a very good will, replyed Loay/s; and fo raking 
nayles our of his waller, they faſtened the plate ſo nearly 
to the locke, chat it was jult che ſame as it was before ;

I aſſure chee (brother 
Lrgs) thatlikeone thar hath a longing, I am readicto dye, 
to hcare a good voice; for fince that we have becne here 
mewed up like {fo many Hawkes, we have not lo much as 
heard che finging of birds. 

All chis practle Loay/a heard, to his paſſing great content- 
mcnr, it ſceming unto him, that they all cended to the 
pcrteding oft his purpole; and that good fortune had pat 
to her helping hand, incutring outthe cloth according rg 
the mcafure of his owne will. The Maydes went their 


way upon the Negre's promiſing them, that when rhey 


leaſt choughr on it, hee would call them roheare a very 
gonad voice. And tearing lealt his-Maſter ſhouid recurng, 
and finde him talking wichithem-; he left chemitor chopres 
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ſent, retyring himſelfe to his lodging. Hee would feigne 
have beene tampering with a new Icfſon, bur he durſt not - 
touch the Ghicrerne 1n the day rime, leaſt his Maſtcr mighe 
chanceto hearc him, who came alictle while after; and 
ſhucting the dooresas he was wont , lockt himſelfcup in 
his Loule. 
When the Negro had his dinner given him that day at 
þ the Tornell, Lays ſayd tothe Negrothar brou thr it him; that 
that nighc after that his Maſtcr was a bed andaſleep, chey 
ſhould all come downc to che Tornell, and that withour all 
fayle they ſhould hcare the voice he promiſcd them True 
it 1s, that before he told chem this , hee had with moſt car- 
neſt entreacies, beſought his Maſter that he would be plea» 
ſed co play and ſing chat night at the Tornel, that he might 
make good his word , and cumply with the promiſe hee 
had made, that the Maydes ſhould hearc an admirable 
' voyce; aſluring him, that he ſhould be much made of by 
all of them. 
His maſter after agreardeale of entreating, yeelded ar 
* laſt to doetharwhichthe Negro,orrather bimſclte ſo much 
deſired. Howber he made ſhew that it was onely at his 
{chollers requeſt, and io give him content, wirhour any o- 
ther intcrcſt of his ovvne. The Negro embraced him, and 
gave hum 2 kiſſe on the check, in roken of the contentment, 
which that his promiſed favour had eauſedin him, and 
that day he feaſtcd Loay/s, and made him better cheerethen 
; peradventure he ſhould have found ar home, 
| The nightcame, and in the midit thereof, little more or 
 teſle, they began to heare a whiſpering about the Tormell, 
whereby Lays preſently underſtood, that the whole packe 
of theny were gathered there together.

his Ghitterne, he did play ſo tweetly, that che Negro won- 
dered thercat, and the women that heard hun were ravi 
ſhed therewith. Whar {hall I fay ? they thoughe when they 
heard him play ath to depare, and char taking tuncof the Za» 
rabanda, the newvelt then in Shame. There was not the oldeſt 
amonglit them which did nor fall a dancing; nor the 
yongelt which did noctricke ir with their armesa kembo; 
bur very ſoftly, and with a [trangekind of filence, having 
ſer Scntinels, and ſpyes, to give them norice, if the old 
man ſhould chance to wake. 

Loaz/ahkewiſe {ung a merry pleaſant Ballad, wherewith 
he ſcaled up the eares of his 4«.uters, who earneſtly intrea- 
ted the Negro, that hee would tell ctherm, who was this fo 
rare a Muſician ? The Negro cold chem; That he wasa paore 
beggar, but withall, che gallanceſt, and braveſt gentleman, 
of all that beggezly Corporanon in Sevil. They then in- 
ereaced hum, thar he would fo order the bulinefle,that they 


might come to have a ſighc of him, and thar for a forts 


nighe he ſhould not ler him goe our of the houſe, andthar 
they would entertaine himall that while very well, and 
that he ſhould lack nothing, that was needfull for him. 
Then they asked him, hovy he came to ger him into the 
houſe ? Hereunto, hee returned them not one word; bur 
told them, thatif they had a mind to fee bim, they ſhould 
make a little hoke in the Tornell, which afterward they 
might ſtop up with Waxe; and that he would take ir up- 
on him, to keepe him in the houle. 

Laay/aſpake likewiſe untorthem, offcring them his ſers 


vice, in ſuch good language,chat thereby they did perceive, |

[n the interim chart thoſe rwo were chus tranſported with 
their {everall paſſions; Leonora's Facher ſent to call a Scri- 
 vener, an inward friend of his, who came juſt arthattime 

thac his Daughter and Son 1n Law were come againe to 
themſclves. ( arrizales made his Will in that forme and man- 


ncr as wee told you before , without declaring Zeonora's - 


crrour; more then that for ſome good reſpeRts, hee ear- 
neſtly beſought and cacreated her that ſhe would marry, 
in caſc he dyed, with that young man, whom he had told. 
her of in ſecret. 
When Lzonora heard this, ſhee fell downe ar her Hus- 
bands fect, and her hearr panting within her breaſt, ſhee 
fayduntohim; Live (my deare husband, and my chiefeſt 
blifle } live many, many yeares. For albeit you are not 
bound ro belecve. mein ought chat I ſhall ſay uncoyou ; 
know,thatT have notoffcnded you, fave ondly mmchought; 
and beginning to excule her ſeite, and co recountat large 


the cruth of che caſe; ſhee could not move her conoue to 

ſpeake a word more, bur felt anew incoa fovound. © 
Being in this diſmaymenc; her gneved Huzband embre- 
=; Te "Ob 
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ccd her; her loving Parents imbraced her; and all of them 

weptlo bitterly, that chey obliged, and even 1n a manner, 

inforced the Scrivencr to accompanie them in their teares, 
- who madethe Veſtamenr. Wherein he letr ſufficient main- 

tenance to ail his houſhold-ſ{crvants; hee manumirred,and 

ſctatlibertic his women. ſlaves, rogether with the Negro : 

but to falſe Martaloy/o, Le bequeathed no more, but her bare 
| \vages.. | ” 

Having thus ſettled his eſtate, the ſeventh day follow- 
ing, he was borne to his grave. Leonora remained a ve 
ſad and mourntull Widow, bur was left very rich. And 

' whenas Loy/a well hoped, that fhee would cumply with 
that (whereot he was nor ignorant ) which her Husband 
had recommended unto her 12 his Teſtament ; bur after- 
ward ſaw, that within a feven-night after his death, ſhe be- 
camea Nume, and was admitted into one of the ſtricteſt 
Monalteries of ail the Citie; being truſtrated of his hopes, 
and aſhamed to ſhevy his face, icſt hee ſhould be made a 
laughing-{tock, and by-word to all that knewy him, helefc 
Sev}, and went for the Ingyes. 

Leomora's Parents were tuli of forow, and heavines,though 
{ſomewhat comforted with that, which their kind ſonne 
in law had left then in his laſt Will, and Teſtament. The 
Maid-lcrvants cheered themſclves, as well as they could, 
with the liberall Legacies he had given them; And thoſe 
his ſhee-ſlaves, rogether with Lays the Negro, reſted theber- 
tcr ſarisficd with their infranchiſement and freedome. 

But chat wicked, and accuricd Governeſle, ſhee was lefr 
(as ſhe well deſcrved) very poore, and defrauded of all 
her cvill thoughts, and lewd purpotes. And I my ſelfe reſt 
very well plealed, that [am now come to the end of this 

ſuccelle, Example, and Mirrour of the little confidence, 

which is tobe putin Keyes, Locks, Tornelks, and Walls, 
whenasthe will continueth free, ' and at libertie. And 
how much leſſe we areto truſt, and relye on greene and 
tender yearcs, vwwhen are exhibiced to: their cares, the ex-

neſles, whoſe habic and artyre is grave and Matron-like, 
burtheir rongues and hearts, full of deceir and milſchiefe.
